SHAEF, Paris, Jan. 17.—(#)-- 
The new British Second Army of- 
fensive north of Aachen ran into 
stiffened resistance, including Ger- 
man tanks, and was slowed today 
after the white-clad Tommies had 
advanced 1,000 yards through 
snow and fog and captured the 
village of Dieteren in the Dutch 
Panhandle. 

To the south, however, 
can forces smashing at the Nazis 
vanishing Ardennes salient occu- 
pied Vielsalm and closed within 
four miles of the strategic com- 
munhication center of St. Vith. 

The fighting was cloaked in al- 
most indescribably bad weather | 
with icing conditions so severe 
that not a single American tactical | 
air unit was able to leave the 
ground. The only continental- 
based fighter-bombers able to see 
any action were 150 British planes 
which struck at transport targets 
in northern Holland. 

Still farther southward in the 
bulge the U. S. Third Army cleared 
the entire Bastogne-Houffalize road 
and hammered the enemy back 
toward the St. Vith-Wiltz ridge. 
Below the bulge American Third 
Army infantry, fighting on Ger- 
man soil between the Moselle river 
and the Saar east of Luxembourg, 
closed a trap around an enemy 
force of undisclosed size in a wood- 
land southeast of Tettingen.

With 3 Motors Conking, Prop Gone .

(Delayed)—(INS)—Fifteen hours 
after ita takeoff, a “lost” B-29 


came home from Nagoya, three of 
its engines conking out as the 
plane hit the runway and a fourth 
minus a propeller—and a new 
crew was born. 

The plane commander, Lt. Rob- 
ert E. Engle, of Price, Utah, and 
the navigator, Lt. William A.

FULBRIGHT, AUS CLASH 

Speaking before the same audi- 
ence, -two of the serate’s leading 
internationalists—veteran Warren 
R..

Grew appealed to Americans to 
avoid defeatism in the field of in- 
ternational relations and urged 
them to get out intp the race and 
run rather than thdraw at the 
starting gun and criticize from the 
sidelines. 

He warned that problems of in- 
ternational relations concerning 
the United States no longer were 
theoretical. : 

“GOING* WILL BE TOUGH” 

“We are face to face with them 
in the liberated countries and 
elsewhere,” he said. “In all prob- 
ability, they will increase rather 
than decrease. We are out in the 
real world and the going will be 
tough.” 

“As to feeding the hungry,” he 
added, “we know that hunger is 
among the worst enemies of man, 
for hunger breeds both physical 
and political disease. There can 
be no really stable world as long 
as hunger exists.” 

The second main problem is 
keeping in step with our Allies. 
He urged that those approaching 
the problem recognize the inevi-

ANTIOCH, Cal., Jan. 17.—(UP) 
Because a “big, shaggy dog’ con- 
signed to Fay Emerson Roosevelt, 
new wife of Col. Elliott Roosevelt, 
was traveling in an Army cargo 


plane with an “A” priority, three 
servicemen with “C” priorities 
were “bumped” far short of their 
destinations, one of the three said 
today. 

Seaman Leon LeRoy, 18, of the 
Navy, hurrying to his home here 
on emergency leave, said he and 
an Army sergeant and a Seabee 
were set down in Memphis, Tenn. 

The dog, he said, was from Col. 
Roosevelt, a son of the President, 
|and was put in the plane at Day- 
‘ton, Ohio, an “A” priority eard 
and instructions for its feeding 
and care tacked to its crate. The 
crate, he continued, occupied three 
seats. In Memphis, high priority 
cargo was waiting. The three serv- 
icemen, LeRoy told his home 
town newspaper, the Antioch 
Ledger, were told they could go 
no further. One of them asked the 
crew why the dog wasn’t “bump- 
ed.” The lieutenant in charge, he 
said, showed them the dog’s “A” 
priority card and reminded them 
that their priorities were ‘“‘C.” 

LeRoy’s father died Dec, 6 while 
he was on duty in the Atlantic 
aboard a tanker. Granted emer- 
gency leave to hurry home, he ar- 
rived in New York Jan. 9, he said, 
where he boarded the Army plane. 
As the result of being “bumped,” 
he spent two days in Memphis, 
then hitchhiked the rest of the 
way, arriving yesterday. Unless 
his leave is extended, he’ll have 
to leave for New York Saturday. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, reached in Al- 
buquerque, N. M., where she stop- 
ped off en route to Washington to 
attend the President’s fourth in- 
augural Saturday, said she had 
received a dog—a male mastiff— 
from her husband, who is in Eng- 
land—but she doubted that it had 
traveled on an Army plane pri- 
ority.

“Fit-All” Tops on 
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Germany Faces a Genuine Crisis 


With almost incredible swiftness, the 
mighty armies of-our Russian ally move 
ahead, crushing German attempts at re- 
sistance. 


Even now the Russian winter ‘offensive 
nears the border of German Silesia, a vast 
industrial region where a considerable por- 
tion of the Nazi production machine is 
located. Already Warsaw has been retaken 
and Budapest virtually freed. Already Vi- 
enna hears the rumble of the ever-nearer 
guns and Breslau cringes in fear of the 
inevitable attack. Russian armies, from the 
Baltic to the Balkaris, are on the march. 
Their winter offensive was a long time 
coming but now that it has gotten under 
way it is striking with unprecedented fury 
and unbelievable success. 


The wermans, meanwhile, are faced 
with the stark realization that unless they 
can stem the tide on the eastern front— 
and quickly—the war is lost. Their efforts, 
in the past few months, have centered on 
the necessity of defending the rich Ruhr 
industrial. basin. They have thrown every- 
thing into the attempt to force a stalemate 
in the west. 


Now, however, they are faced with im- 
mediate peril to their other industrial 
mainstay, the Silesian area. 


If Hitler is unable to protect his Silesian 
manufacturing centers without weakening 
his Siegfried defenses so that the Ameri- 
cans and British may roll into the Ruhr, 
then Germany’s fighting days are num- 
bered ... and numbered low.

in Myitkyina, North Burma, after an his- 
toric trip from Ledo, India. 


There have been few, if any,-more im- 
portant victories anywhere in the world- 
wide war than the capture by the Chinese 
of the city of Wanting. For this success 
reopens a road route into free China, a 
road over which military supplies-can be 
rushed by truck. For many anxious 
months: the only source of supply from the 
outside world into China has ben by air, 
over the notorious “hump” of the Hima- 
layas. Magnificent as has been the record

Cotton Ed 


Editor, Constitution: The late 
Sen. “Cotton Ed” Smith, of South 
Carolina, has been the subject of 
unwarranted, severe, and bitter 
criticism in an article in an Atlan- 
ta newspaper recently, under the 
caption, “Wonder What He Thinks 
Now?” The senator’s name was 
not mentioned, but it would be dif- 
ficult to read the article without 
connecting his name with it. 

People all over the world have 
known this distinguished southern- 
er for many years, and the mere 
fact that he walked out of the 
Democratic conventicn in Philadel- 
phia, because a colored man was 
called upon to pray, was a privi- 
lege exercised, not because of his 
antagonism to the colored race, but 
because those in charge went out 
of their way, when a colored man 
was requested to do something 
which a white man could do much 
better, and it must be remembered 
that it was a white convention. 


It may be a surprise to the col- 
umnist to know that the late sena- 
tor was one of the best friends the 
Negro ever knew. Negroes living 
on his large plantation, enjoy the 
living standards equal to most of 
the white people and much better 
than some. “Cotton Ed” saw to 
that, but he did not believe in so- 
cial equality, and never hesitated 
to state his views. No honest Ne- 
gro, now, or ever has made any 
fight for social equality. 

Moses, one of the greatest men 
who ever lived, married an Ethi- 
opian, and that was his own busi- 
ness, but he did not say for others

to follow his. example, and so if 
the author Wishes to play harps 
with Negroes, that is her business, 
but, we believe it out of place for 
her to even suggest that others 
must learn to play harps so as to 
receive the coveted invitation to 
join a Negro band. 


“Cotton Ed” never learned to 
play a harp, and there is no valid 
reason for thinking that he could 
play one now, and if invited to do 
so, he would very likely walk 
out, just as he did in Philadelphia. 

We note with interest that the 
columnist states she was given an 
opportunity to meet him, but did 
not take advantage of it. We re- 
gret that she did not have that 
chance, because any man who can 
be elected to a seat in the United 
States senate five times, has some- 
thing more on the ball than the 
mere fact that he walked out of 
the Democratic convention for rea- 
sons given. 

So far.as the “venerable actor” 
in “Green Pastures” is concerned, 
we have no fault-to find, criticism 
to offer and only one’ stggestion 
to make, and that he be allowed to 
continue with’ his work, if able, 
and left severely alone, and it will 
be much better for both races if 
those who insist on social equality 
will but remember that “silk 
purses are not made from sow’s 
ears.”

put of B-29 Superfortresses with the resultant increased weight of 
bombs on Japan during 1945. 


The officer who backed the development of the B-29 from de- 
sign to production, and who headed the American 20th Bomber Com- 
mand that first blasted Tokyo with bombs from Superforts, indi- 
cated that Georgia production of our heaviest bomber is well within 
distance of his goal. Gen. Wolfe said that he expected the Bell 
Marietta division plant to triple its production of B-29s in 1945 
as compared with 1944 output. 


“Only by this extra production effort can we carry air war to 
Japan’s homeland, cripple her industries, divert her air power to 
home defense, and carry on successful integrated operations with 
the Navy against Japan’s forces in the field and against the heart 
of her empire,” Gen. Wolfe stated, furthermore. 


The address by 'Gen. Wolfe was made upon’ the occasion of a 


- dinner following the first major press tour yesterday of Bell Air- 


craft Corporation’s Georgia division B-29° plant at Marietta by 
eaStern newspapermen and aviation writers. Jointly with Bell as 
host also was the Air Technical Service Command with headquar- 
ters at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, which has fostered the B-29. 


Gen. Wolfe emphasized that the B-29 
Only Pr esent Means Superfort is still America’s only means 
of directly striking Japan at home. The inner zone of the Japa- 
nese empire is surrounded by vast areas of land or water, he said. 
We do not yet have access to or cannot adequately supply inner 
bases in these areas. “Until we have captured or devised means 
of supplying such bases within close range of our main objective, 
we can strike only with the B-29,” he continued. 


When we have advanced to shorter ranges, the B-29, because of 
its ability to carry a heavier bomb load at greater speed than our 
other types, will be used continuously upon Japan, Gen. Wolfe said, 
under current plans and as long as we make war against Japan. 


Gen. Wolfe uttered a serious note, however, on lagging home- 
front production. .He pointed out how the occupation of Saipan 
had been followed by B-29 raids on Japan. He said we have the 
reserve combat crews and that our forces in the Pacific are surging 
forward daily to seize bases closer to Japan. “But a simple fact 
on the home front must be admitted here and now,” he stated, 
“B-29 production is behind the demand. We need hundreds more 
of them. The lag must be overcome.” 


Fundamental to the successful application of air power, he also 
ointed out the necessity to keep attacking the enemy with heavier 
lows. If you allow the opponent a breather, he comes back for 

more, he said. Thus Japan restores its vital industrial and military 
areas if our bombing is infrequent, he continued. 


“Our reconnaissance has proved that to be true in European 
as well as Pacific areas,” he said, 


. : “Through a mistaken optimism, not en- 
F eat in Production tirely their own fault, people have left 
war jobs all over the land, leading to the creation of a serious nation 
problem,” Gen. Wolfe said. “Two years ago, when we knew our 
plight was dangerous, men and women pitched in 100 per cent,” 
he said, “making possible the greatest mass production accomplish- 
ment in history. That ambition to work for a cause must again 
be instilled within them lest we fail,” he warned. 


The general termed the Bell Marietta operation not only merely 
the greatest industrial installation of the deep south, but also one 
of the great industrial installations of the world.

But He Writes Well 


This fellow has been coming to the office to 


see me for several years. I suppose he averages 
from two to three visits a year. His name I 
his occupation. That is, the means by which h 
earns the wherewithal for’ necessary food, clothing and shelter. 
don’t even know whether he is a bachelor or head of a large family. 
There is something about his manner, perhaps a carefree atmos- 
phere of complete freedom, that suggests the bachelor. 


From his dress and appearance I should guess he is engaged in 
manual labor, of some kind. Perhaps a rather superior grade of 
mechanic, or something like that. 


It is, however, his hobby, his private work, that is our point of 
contact. He writes. Stories, novels, essays, all sorts of things. 
And, believe me, he writes well. Some of his dialogue and his 
descriptive stuff would compare not unfavorably. with the best. 


But he has never had any of his output published. He doesn’t 
want it published. He has never submitted a manuscript to a 
publisher. He writes solely for his own amusement, and for the 
entertainment of a small circle of friends. 


When he has completed a novel or essay or something, he passes 
the manuscript around among this select circle of friends. He tells 
me there are, at most, not more than half a dozen people he con- 
siders “the right type” to read his stuff. 

That I have the distinction of being among these chosen ones 
is on account of some ideas that have been expressed in this column 
and that indicated to him I was, shall we say, a kindred spirit. So, 
when he visits me, he usually brings his latest typewritten manu- 
scrip for me to read. I am sworn to show it to no one else, to 
keep it safely hidden and to return it to him when next he calls. 
He says, when each manuscript has been around the little group, 
and when he has grown tired of reading it himself, he “destroys it. 
It has served its purpose. It provided him with the fun of writing 
it and these few favored ones with the fun of reading it. I know, 
incidentally, none of my companion readers. He has never told 
me their names. 

He is, of course, in a sense, crazy. In fact, some of his writings 
have an erratic trendeand all deal with more or less fantastic sub- 
jects or plots. But, as said, they are splendidly written. 


There was the story he wrote back in 
1942. It was quite horrible. A _ de- 
scriptive novel of life in the United States in 1950, under the as- 
sumption the Axis had won the war, had conquered the world, 
and the Japs had swarmed into this country and taken over. Amer- 
icans were all, literally, slaves to these Jap conquerors, with the 
exception of a few bands of guerrillas, living mostly in the moun- 
tains of Georgia and the Carolinas, but whose resistance was fast 
disappearing as they were, steadily, eliminated by the Japs. 

It was, as said, horrible, with parts of it too frank and too raw 
for general publication. It could, of course, have easily been 
smoothed over to pass any mora] censorship—except, probably, 
Boston. But he wasn’t interested in publication, as said. I tried to 
tell him I thought such a book would have a big sale and be valu- 
able propaganda, at that time. But, as usual, he took the manu- 
script back and said he was going to burn it,

Life of the F uture got its inspiration from that crypt at 


Oglethorpe University, filled with objective information about our 
day and time, which is not to be opened for several thousand years.

It 
was taxation that finally. induced 
rich colonials to break With Eng- 
land. In normal times, most of 
us resent taxes and cheer the poli- 
tician’s empty promise to lower 
them.

But “self-employed” persons— 
say a palm reader—is checked 
only by his conscience. If he has 
forty customers a day at $10 each, 
he can make a record of five deals 
and forget to record the others, 
and thus keep the greater part 
of his income untaxed, 

It may be that most people are 
too patriotic to do that, but it is 
done, and other people know it is 
done, 

I once asked a tax adjuster what 
was done about cross-road mer- 
chants in the backwoods who kept 
no record of their profits. He said 
the law didn’t require keeping 
any certain kind of books. The 
government had prosecuted many 
such cases, but couldn’t get con- 


-eryptic records, and says he made. 
no profit the government takes his 
word for it. 

Those who quit making money 
rather than give it to the govern- 
ment are not violating the law, 
but they are like the workers who 
slows up production of weapons 
and the soldier who hides in a 
shell hole when his comrades ad- 
vance. They are slackers. 

Law is for those who need it. 
The present tax law is adequate 
for patriots, but for their sake a 
way must be found to make other 
people carrying their fair share of 
the burden.

JAY G. HAYDEN 
Vandenberg's Call for Unity 


WASHINGTON.—To one: who has talked with Sen. Vandenberg 
frequently, on and off the record, over the past three years, his 
remarkable speech last week was in no sense a happenstance. 

No public figure I have known in 30 years of Washington report- ’ 
ing has had a keener sense of historical perspective than the sena- 
tor from Michigan. Few men followed more closely the events 
which led to senate rejection of the Versailles peace treaty and the 
League of Nations covenant in 1919 and, the unhappy aftermaths of 
that debacle. 

From the day of Pearl Harbor he has realized that the United 
States senate was on the spot as respects peacemaking after this 
war and that he himself was likely to be cast, for good or evil, in 
the role of Republican leader played by Henry Cabot Lodge after 
World War I. 

From the beginning, Vandenberg has been determined that it 
shall not be said again that either the Republican party or a recalci- 
trant senate minority, bulwarked by the constitutiiee’ requirement 
of a two-third senate majority for treaty confirmation, defeated 
the peace. 

ut he recognized at the same time tHat these ends would not 
be accomplished by sacrificing the position or dignity of either the 
Republican party or the .senate. 

When the story can be fully told, the negotiations between the 
senate and the executive branch of the government, and more 
particularly, between Vandenberg and™“former Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, may be rated among the most significant political 
evolutions in American history. 

The beginning of these exchanges in the spring of 1943 was far 
from suspicious. The food conference at Hot Springs, Va., the 
first United Nations meeting having to do with after-war plans, had 
convened not only without congressional representation but with 
newspapermen and the public barred. The uproar over these omis- 
sions still was going on when the State Department announced as 
an accomplished fact a United States-British-Russian-Chinese relief 
and rehabilitation pact. 

Vandenberg protested that American subscription to this agree- 
ment by purely executive action was clear infringement of the sen- 
ate’s might to share in treaty making, and the Foreign Relations 


Committee unanimously backed him up. 

° ~ Secretary Hull was called before the committee 
Hull s View and the resultant rumpus became so hot that Mr. 
Hull at one point grabbed his hat and started to walk out. He was 
persuaded to come back, ho@ever, and this meeting in its final 
analysis became the basis for all subsequent dealings between the 
senate and the State. Department. 

A. senate subcommittee, with Vandenberg and Sen. Theodore 
F. Green, Democrat, Rhode Island; the chief actors, participated in 
rewriting the UNRRA agreement, and thereafter Vandenberg took 
the lead in insisting that this agreement he ratified by a majority 
of both houses, rather than two-thirds of the senate. 

From that beginning and until Mr. Hull’s illness compelled him 
to resign, the senate-State Department negotiation went on contin- 
ously in literally scores of meetings, with Hull and Vandenberg the 
chief spokesmen for their respective sides. There have been many 
minor tiffs but, overall, great progress was.made toward a united 
American international policy. 

The most striking evidence of this accomplishment was the un- 
qualified indorsement by both the great majority of senate —— 
licans and by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey and his chief foreign irs 
end John Foster Dulles, of the work accomplished at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks. 

The most important effect of the Vandenberg speech, when the 
record is all written, may be that it caused President Roosevelt 
personally to take over the negotiations with the senate where Mr. 
Hull had left off. 

It may be. too early to assert that the ghost of Henry Cabot 
Lodge has been forever laid but a long step has been taken.

This has come about through 2 


series of recent events, some acci- 
dental. some carefully planned, but 
with the whole situation capital- 
ized in a fine spirit of teamwork 
exhibited both at the capitol and 
at the White House. 

Like many good things, the pres- 
ent situation developed from & 
potentially bad one—the sudden 
reappearance of power politics in 
the intrusions of Great Britain 
and Russia in the affairs of lib- 
erated countries. That caused a 
disillusioning reaction here. And 
it came just when the fortunes of 
war in Europe had turned tempo- 
rarily against the Allies, so that 
the American people got a double 
dose of disappointment. 

The natural suspicion thus en- 
gendered gave birth to questions 
about why Russia was not moving 
forward on the eastern front. A 
sour state of mind was in the 


making. 

Now all that has changed. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, himself, helped to 
dispel the disappointment over po- 
litical incidents in Europe by ex- 
planations of the practical phrase 
that contributed to — 8 a 
co atience and wnder- 
ee stonsiatdie, our armies 
checked the German offensive, 
and the Russians began to roll 
forward . | 

But Songs job of steadying 
the nerves of people in this coun- 
try, of restoring a balance, has 
heen done in the senate where so 
much mischief could have been 
stirred up. That it did not is due 
to the clear thinking, and the good 
sense of several senators. 

Credit must go to Senators 
Connally, Democrat, Texas, For- 
eign Relations Committee chair- 
man: Vandenberg, Republican, 
Michigan, Republican leader on 
foreign policy; Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota; and congo Democrat, 
New Mexico, among others, on the 
positive side. And, on the nega- 
tive side, it was heartening to see 
the restraint exercised by others 
who might have exploited the 
European political situation for

King and Anderson have paint- 
ed green and white the Negro 
shacks, built new chicken houses 
and privies, and done a dozen oth- 
er things to hold their tenants. 
But they see the younger Ne- 
groes, including most pf those ca- 
pable of picking 250 to 300 pounds 
per day, leaving the south’s delta 
cotton regions by the hundreds of 
thousands each year of the-war. 
Thousands have gone to the serv- 
ice. But the bulk are filling for 
the duration only jobs in war in- 
dustry or in the service trades. 

Kelly, who lived for 14 years 
in Little Rock, Ark., and has visit- 
ed relatives in St. Louis several 
times and doesn’t like cities, be- 
lieves that one of the answers to 
the “cotton machine” for his race 
is resettlement in other areas of 
the south on small farms. “With 
the government helping us out and 
sending a man around to show us 
how, we ought to ‘be able to feed 
| ourselves and sell enough to pay 
| the land out on time,” he believes. 
| That is the theory FSA has been 
trying out now for years with 
whites and Negroes all over the 
tenant farmer south. FSA officials 
and their.tenants say it is work- 
ing.

A five-man citizens’ committee 
will co-operate with the _ five 
members of the Fulton county 
commission in solving problems 
blocking activation of the hospi- 
tal authority, regarded as the first 
step in establishment of a $30,- 
000,000 medical center in Atlanta. 

William E. Mitchell, president 
of the chamber of commerce, was 
authorized following a conference 
between directors and the county 
commission yesterday, to name a 
conference group to iron out prob- 
lems and to expedite early func- 
tioning of the authority.

All members of the commission 
expressed “sympathy with the 
hospital authority,” but they still 
held sufficient reservations to de- 
mand further discussions. 

Commissioner Clarence Duncan 
read a lengthy statement in which 
he said his previous position had 
been misunderstood, but he re- 
iterated his previous stand for a 
third referendum. Fulton county 
and Georgia voters have approved 
two constitutional amendments to 
authorize creation and operation 
of the authority. 

Duncan also suggested that At-

‘Service Act by Tonight 
Forecast After FDR Plea 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 


17.—(#)—President Roosevelt told . con- 


ess today that the Allied “total offense” requires swift action on 
egislation putting every man 18 to 45 into the war effort, at home 


or abroad. 

The President sent his views to 
Chairman May (Democrat, Ken- 
tucky), of the House Military Com- 
mittee, who promised action by 
tomorrow night. 

Mr. Roosevelt backed up his ap- 
peal with a letter from the Army 
and Navy high commands, plead- 
ing for “young and vigorous” re- 
placements and picturing an “acute 
need” in the field and in the war 
factories. He urged congress to 
enact May’s limited national serv- 
ice bill without quibbling over de- 
tails. 

This bill applies to 18,806,000 
men from 18 to 45. It would make 
all liable to assignment somewhere 
in the war effort. There are 7,000,- 
000 of that total over 38; 6,725,000 
with occupational deferments; 
1,363,000 from 18 to 26 deferred 
for physical defects and another 
710,000 of these 4-Fs from 26 to 30; 
1,508,000 4-Fs from 30 to 38 and 
1,500,000 discharged veterans. 


Selective service estimates 60 
per cent of the occupationally-de- 
ferred could meet Army-Navy phy- 
sical standards. 

This was Mr. Roosevelt’s third 
plea for national service in. some 
form. He said it is more impor- 
tant now than ever. 

“It is true,” the President wrote 
to May, “that there has been a 
trend toward increased placement 
of manpower in the last two 
weeks.” 

But that trend, he said, unques- 


tionably was due to the belief that 
congress contemplated “prompt ac- 
tion” and the President said it will 
be reversed by reports “now cur- 
rent in the press that congres- 
maegt action is likely to be de- 


Although the May bill is not a 
complete national service law, the 
President said, it “will go far to 
secure the effective employment 
in the war effort of all registrants 
under the selective service be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45.” 

“While there may be some dif- 
ferences of opinion on the details 
of the bill, prompt action now is 
much more important in the war 
effort than the perfecting of detail.

“As the United Nations enter 
upon a truly total offensive against 
their enemies, it is vital that total 
offense should not slacken be- 
cause of any less than total utili- 
zation of our manpower on the 
home front.”

The British Foreign Office an- 
nounced that “a number of ships” 
would be allocated to the French 
government between now and 
April 1, and that similar arrange- 
ments for other liberated countries 
would be made “as soon as circum- 
stances permit.” 

In assigning merchant ships to 
France, the United States and 
Britain are setting Allied policy 
in helping liberated countries get 
back on their feet. However, it 
was pointed out here that these 
ships would remain “subject to 
military necessity.”

Zhukov’'s men cut the roads to 
Berlin some 25 miles due west of 
Warsaw, captured the railway 
town of Zyrardow, 25 miles south- 
west, and advanced 16 to 25 miles 
in a day on a broad front from 
below Radom up to north of War- 
saw, capturing more than 800 
Polish towns and villages. They 
were speeding westward today on 
the most direct route toward Ber- 
lin, which lies 290 miles beyond 
. Zyrardow. 

The Germans belatedly an- 
nounced they had evacuated War- 
saw without Russian interference. 

That they had pulled out hur- 
riedlv was obvious, and Staiin 
quickly disclosed an additional 
reason. 

In a second. order of the day he 
announced that the Second White 
Russian army group under Mar- 
shal Rokossovsky had joined the 
winter offensive, bursting through 
German defenses on a 62-mile 
front northwest of Warsaw to a 
depth of more than 25 miles. 

It was Rokossovsky who led the 
tremendous but futile assault on 
Warsaw by the First White Rus- 
sian forces from the north and east 
last -cummer. 

500 PLACES TAKEN 

Since pushing out Sunday from 

two small bridgeheads on the west 
bank of the Narew river above 
Warsaw, Rokossovsky’s Second 
White Russian group has captured 
more than 500 communities, in- 
cluding the strong points of Ma- 
kow, Pultusk, Ciechanow, Nowe 
Miasto and Nasielsk. 
' One point taken, Rawy, is less 
than 22 miles from East Prussia’s 
southern frontiers, and Rokossov- 
skys push sed an immediate 
outflanking threat to that invaded 
German province. 

The Russians continued silent 
about German reports of a vast 
Red Army offensive already in 
progress 13 miles inside East Prus- 
sia from the northeast. 

The regular Moscow communi- 
que also failed to confirm an an- 
nouncement by the Lublin Polish 
government that Marshal Konev’s 
First Ukraine Army forces had 
taken Krakow today. Color was 
lent to the report as the German 
government radio there went dead, 
but the Moscow communique mere- 
lv listed capture of the town of 
Sadowice, nine miles northeast of 
Krakow. 

KONEV’S SCORE 

Sadowice was among more than 
700 communities taken in the day 
by Konev’s men, who topped Czes- 
tochowa and were today less than 
15 miles from the rich minefields 
and war factories of German Si- 
lesia. 

By official Soviet account, the 
Russians now have in action three 
big groups of armies, the First and 
Second White Russian and the 
First Ukraine, on an almost con- 
tinuous front stretching 250 miles 
across Poland from north to south. 

Rokossovsky’s and Zhukov’s 
men already were moving west- 
ward less than 290 miles from Ber- 
lin, and Marshal Konev’s First; 
Ukraine group was but 260 miles 
southwest of the German capital 
at Czestockowa. 

The scope of the German re- 
treat was so tremendous that all 
its salient points had not yet been 
brought to light, but~ the once- 
strong Warsaw-Krakow defense 
line had disappeared, and the 
German radio conceded sorrow- 
fully: 

“This is it. The Bolsheviks are 
out for a decision. Our soldiers 
are going through hell. They no 
longer are fighting for positions 
but for the existence of the entire 
nation. .

IMPLICATIONS 


Political implications of the Rus- 
sian offensive at once gained at- 
tention. | 

Once-great Warsaw, now nearly 
a total ruin from the German 
siege of September, 1939, and from 
the Russian siege of last summer, 
was taken, according to Stalin’s 
announcement, by Soviet and Pol- 
ish troops. He concluded his order 
with these words: 

“Eternal glory to the heroes who 
fall in the fighting for the liberty 
and independence of our country 
and our ally, Poland!” He also 
referred to Warsaw as “the capital 
of our ally, Poland.” 


The fall of Warsaw was first an- 
nounced by the Lublin govern- 
ment,. which the Russians spon- 
sored and recognize as the official 
government of Poland, 

The exiled Polish government 
in London, recognized by the Unit- 
ed States and Britain, immediately 
issued a statement crediting War- 
saw’s capture -entirely to Soviet 
troops and indicating that it would 
press for the right to return to 
Warsaw despite the general belief 
that the Lublin government would 
move there immediately. 

Stalin’s order listed 32 Russian 
generals and one Polish general 
as distinguishing themselves in the 
capture of Warsaw. Apparently 
the Polish general was in command 
of forces recruited by the Lublin 
regime. 

POLISH UNDERGROUND 


The Polish underground army 
of Gen. Bor, loyal to the London 
Polish government, was virtually 
wiped out and finally surrendered 
inside Warsaw last summer after 
months of heroic fighting during 
which there were recriminations 
over the asserted lack of Russian 
aid. 

Stalin’s second order of the day, 
addressed to Marshal Rokossov- 
sky, disclosed the shattering since 
Sunday of the powerful German 
lines along the Narew river north- 
west of Warsaw in an offensive 
that still is rolling westward with- 
out check. : 

Within four hours Stalin issued a 
third order of the day: announcing 
capture of Czestochowa by Ko- 
nev’s First Ukraine forces. This 
thrust to within 15 miles of indus- 
trially rich German Silesia repre- 
sented a one-day gain of 23 miles 
and put Konev’s men more than 
110 miles west of the points where 
they started their offensive at the 
Vistula bridgeheads Jan. 12.

TANKS KNOCKED OUT : 

The Russian communique listed 
145 German tanks as knocked out 
during Tuesday's fighting, with 
yesterday’s high toll still being 
counted. , 

The clearing weather. also 
brought a vast increase in air ac- 
tivity. The Russians announced 
that 163 German planes were shot 
down Tuesday. 

All but unheard in the din of 
battle on the grand scale in Pol- 
and, the methodical reduction of 
Budapest continued.

LONDON, Jan. 197.—(#)—Mar- 
tin Hallensleben, chief military 
commentator for the German DNB 
agency conceded in a broadcast 
report tonight that the Germans 
now had “no chance to meet Rus- 
sian superiority frontally” but 
must husband their reserves “for 
countermeasures against dangers 
looming ahead.” 

“What is going on on the east 
front now has no parallel in the 
whole history of the war,” he said. 
“Both on the battlefronts there and 
in Luzon in the Philippines things 
have happened which have 
brought the war to a stage which 
can be called downright decisive.” 

“The final onslaught against 
Germany, planned at Tehran, has 
now begun,” said the Berlin press. 
“In this critical hour, every. Ger- 
man at’ the front and at home 
must pull his full weight.” 

For the first time since the 
Normandy invasion, the German 
high command placed the eastern 
front above the western front in 
its communique.

In fact, her daughter, Jean (Mrs. Alton) Sartor, used one of 
her bouquets—a charming arrangement of pink camellias surround- 
ed by white hyacinths and Parma violets, sent her by Col. and 
Mrs. Eugene Harrington—as a centerpiece when she entertained 
at luncheon on Saturday. Mrs. Oliver chose to wear the orchids 
sent by her husband and by the staff of the High Museum. 

Her fan letters have been full of requests to join her art classes, 
to paint portraits, to head organizations and to contribute huge 
sums of money to same. In fact, the days would not be long 
enough if she tried to comply with all the requests. 

Mrs. William H. Kiser Jr., the professional Woman of the Year, 
has been so busy at the Red Cross blood bank that she hasn’t yet 
found time to answer the numerous letters sent by hef fans.

The huge orchids Mrs. Rushton wore were from her business 
associates, who agree with her that if war conditions do not im- 
prove perceptibly, it would be far better to turn her doll factory 
over to the war erfort—a plan she is seriously considering. 

Everybody loves Miss Byrd Blankinship, the Woman of the Year 
in war effort—a statement that is backed up by the array of 
orchids sent her by her family, members of the Florence Boykin 
Service Group, and by her Red Cross co-workers. In addition, she 
has received scores of letters from friends and acquaintances, and 
numerous clippings for her Red Cross scrapbook. The tribute she 
likes best to relate, however, is that of the bus driver with whom 
she has ridden to work at the Red Cross every morning for many 
months. 

It seems that for a few mornings previous to the dinner, she 
went to her duties on an earlier bus. But on the morning after, 
she resumed her regular schedule, and upon entering the bus, the 
driver called out to her: . 

“Good morning' I’m indeed glad to see you. I thought you had 
been high-hatting me and riding on the street cars since you be- 
came one of the Women of the Year!”

Most persons do not relish a wide 
variety of foods at breakfast, but 
everyone, even those who want 
an egg, bacon and toast every 
mo do like some small 
change, a different bread for the 
toast, a variation in the way the 
egg is cooked, a fresh seasonal 
fruit, perhaps even a muffin or 
hot cakes are relished occasion- 
ally. If the breakfaster is the 
type who eats only a bowl of 
cereal, certainly a change of ce- 
real, some fruit for topping or a 
change from white to brown sugar 
at intervals is welcome. Don’t let 
breakfasts get into a rut; they are 
the most difficult of our meals to 
get pleasing variety into, but 
breakfast is an important meal, 
Some of our best work is done in 
the morning hours on energy de- 
rived from the first meal of the 
day.

APPLE CUP CAKES 

2 cupr sifted cake flour 

1 tesspoon baking powder 

1-2 teaspoon salt

1 cup sugar or 1 1-2 cups syrup

1-2 teaspoon soda . 

-2 cup apple butter 

1-2 cup chopped apples 

1-4 cup chopped nut meats 

1-4 cup seediess raisins

Put 
a roll in each pan and let rise un- 
til light. Bake about 30 minutes 
in a moderate (350 degrees) ovens

MEANING OF DREAMS 

With the rise of psychoanalysis 
and Dr. Freud’s scientific work, 
dreams regained a certain amount 
of scientific standing. 

They often reveal evidence of 
fear and overwork. When a man 
begins to worry and fret at night 
over the problems of his day’s 
job, it often means he is growing 
stale and needs to break the ten- 
sion.

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OPA Rations 
Grapefruit 
Juice, Blends 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 17.—(#)— 
The OPA tonight ordered canned 
grapefruit juice -and blended 
opange and grapefruit juice back 
on the ration list at 12:01 a. m. 
Thursday. 

The War Food Administration 
simultaneously directed canners to 
withhold their entire output of 
these juices for the armed forces 
“until military requirements have 
been met.” 

Canned orange juice continues 
ration free. 

These point values were set for 
grapefruit juice and blended 
juices:. 

No. 2 cans, 10 points; 46-ounce 
cans, 20 points; No. 10 cans, 40 
points. 

Both kinds’ of juice had been 
point free since last June. 

The return to rationing was or- 
dered, Price Administrator Ches- 
ter Bowles explained, “to help our 
armed forces get the canned citrus 
juices they need and, at the same 
time. avoid too rapid depletion of 
supply of these juices available for 


civilians.” 

The WFA g freeze order,” 
Bowles added, “means that pro 
ducers can’t séll these juices to 
civilian outlets. We'll have to get 
‘ along for a while on what distrib- 
utors and retailers now have in 
their stores and warehouses.” 

Bowles said he could not pre 
dict “just how long this situation 
will last, but at present it looks 
like the supply of canned citrus 
juices we can use on the home 
front this year will be a third less 
than it was a year ago.” 

The need for protecting the ci- 
vilian supply on hand is under- 
lined. Bowles said, “by the fact 
that canned citrus juices have in- 
creased in importance during the 
war to a point where more are 
being used than any other item 
in the entire canned fruit and 
frvit juice group.” 

Orange juice can be continued 
point-free, OPA explained, be- 
cause the pack year for it still 
has some months to run, with 
prospective supply better than in 
the case of the other juices. 


Georgia Slashes 
Compensation 


Georgia business firms will be 
gaved a half-million dollars annu- 
sily under a new 12.3 per cent re- 
duction in workman’s compensa- 
tidn insurance rates. 

Gov. Arnall announced yester-’ 
day that new rate reductions are 
being put into effect by Comptrol- 
ler General Homer Parker and the 
state division of workman’s com- 
pensation. 

A similar cut of $500,000 was ef- 
fected each of the past two years, 
and a reduction of $125,000 was 
put into effect three years ago, 
Parker said. The reductions will 
be spread over various industrial 
classifications, according to “their 
experience.
